He also en- 
deavored to teaoh them through an in- 
terpreter. 
There Wh* an Indian they 


nulled 'The old friendly Indian.' I wish 
I oonld remember bis name; he was a 
truly good Indian, and befriended the 
whites whenever he oonM. Daring the 
Bleak Hawk war he* slipped away in the 
night to ride to Walker's Grove, a dis- 
tance ot 200 miles from the tar north, to 
warn the Walker family that the savages 
had planned to massacre them. He rode 
on his pony night and day until he 
reached his dte.inntion. He told them 
to fly to the woods, or they would all be 
killed. They went to work and built a 
fort and defended themselves snoodnfully. 
That was in the spring ot 1832. All of 
the Indians took a great interest in Fa/ 
ther Walker's preaching. He taught 
many ot them a few words of English. 
I hav« heard him tell about finding an 
Indian in the woods alone trying to be 
converted to God. He was down on hie 
fcn"(?8 oallmit ont "January, February; 
j ii iiiry. February." 
He conld only 
spun- tbo • 'so words in English, and as 
he thought that Oo-l ^ould not understand 
the Indian language, and he wa^ed sal- 
vation, he Dssd all the English he 


"I am told that at a masting ot the old 


settlers of Chicago, held about ten years 
ago, a gentleman on the platform asked 
it there was anybody present who knew 
Father Walker. Two bands went np. 
Perhaps it I bad seen them T wonld hare 
known who they were. I have never at- 
tended any ot the reunions but I wonld 
like to do so very mnob. 


"Father Walker sold his property in 


Chicago in 1833, and bought the farm I 
was telling you about 10 miles west. 
Chicago bad a wonderful boom up to 
1836, when the Walker place in the town 
sold tor $16,000; but in 1837 there was a 
financial crash and everything depre- 
ciated rapidly in value, mainly because 
the president vetoed the paper currency 
bill. Only gold and ailver were recog- 
nized. Chicago is a wonderful city now 
and those who are living one hundred 
yean hence will am it larger than Lon- 
don. 
It may spread ont down to Peoa- 


tnr.'Let me tall yon about an old French^ 
man w* had in our employ in 1836 after 
Father Walker died. He did a queer 
thing onoe. Mother gave him 96 to go 
to Chicago after a barrel ot apple*, and 
also 50 oeufci to pay tor hauling the bar- 
rel ont to onr place. We expected the 
apple* by noon, but there waa no flign of 
the Frenchman until late that evening, 
when we saw him doming over the bridge 
rolling the barrel of apples ahead ot him. 
He bad come the entire ten mile* that 
way just to save the fifty eents. When 
tha barrel was opened there wa* lea* 
than a bushel ot apples ia 
it. 
IB tha middle was a lot of shavings. 
Touoan wall imagine how we all felt over 
that Tanks* trick. Just think ot man 
doing bnsineiB that way. The trick be- 
came known at Chicago and I heard it 
•aid that the apple rtory traveled all tha 
way bank to New York, or York, as wa 
used to call it in thoaa days. 


"Quite frequently resident* ofJOhicago 


used to come ont to our plane duck 
hunting. Among th* number were Joe 
Junes and Henrr King, aooa ot the two 
merchants I told you about. Tney naed 
to oom> to onr hone* to visit my sister, 
Lneinou, »t> ! I. They brought their 
gona along but they never did vary much 
hunting. Both were nice young man and 
we used to have lota ot fun. There wa* 
lot* of game all around Chicago, plenty 
of deer, turkeys, pheasants and duolnf 
and any amount of fish in the Au 
Plainea river. Th* howling of the wolves 
at time* was aonratbiag awful. I have 
fished from the Walker bridge many a 
time. I waa on that bridge fishing the 
day the 600 Indian* on their ponies oame 
to onr house and sasred n* all *o badly. 
"We never lacked for wild (rait in thoie 


early day*. There wa* a great abund- 
ance of wild plums, crab apple*, and 
cranberries. The whole northern part

John 
Brown was then elected by 101,009 and 
yesterday 
Gov. McKinley was re- 


elected by not less than 80,000. If the 
steady and constant Bains now coming 
in still continue McKinley's majority 
will reach 70,000. 
The republicans 


have over a three-fourths majority in 
both branches of the legislature, a 
larger majority than for .thirty years. 
The republican gains are. not confined 
to the cities and towns, but are equally 
big in the rural districts. 
Out of 


eighty-eight counties only 
about 


twenty went democratic. 
Cincinnati 


gives McKinley 10,000. 
It was a revolution. State issues, 


the liquor and all local topics ffave 
way to the great republican cyclone. 
The depression in business, hard times, 
people out of work, the tartt and silver 
issue and the pension theme were the 
causes. The whole state government 
and three-fourths of the counties are 
now completely put under republican 
rule. 


Gov. McKinley received the returns 


at his executive office, which was 
thronged, and thousands lined the state 
house yard. The governor said the vic- 
tory was not a tribute to him, but the 
uprising of the people for American in- 
stitutions and protection to American 
labor. 


There are 3,000 voting precincts in 


the state, and up to nlidnight only six 
had shown Democratic gains. 
The 


others showed republican gains of 15 
to 100. 
Columbus, which gave lastyear 


50 majority for Cleveland, went over 
2,000 for McKtoley, and this county, 
for the first time since 1854, went re- 
publican. Th'e democratic state com- 
mittee concede McKinley's election by 
from 50,000 to 75,000.

KEW YOKK, Nov. 8.—All political fac- 


tions looked on with wonderment and 
surprise when the result of yesterday's 
election became known. The vote 
polled for secretary of state by the 
New York democracy, of which Tam- 
many hall was the head, was full 10,000 
below their expected majority. The 
figures are: Meyer, Democrat, 147,356; 
Palmer, republican, TO,ii77. 


The greatest struggle of the cam- 


paign was centered in the contest for 
associate judge of *he court of appeals, 
and has probably greatly influenced 
the general vote throughout the state, 
the candidacy of Isaah H. Maynard 
having been greatly opposed. May- 
nard 
fell considerably behind his 


ticket and polled 10,367 less than cast 
for secretary of state. There is little 
doubt that his candidacy was a leading 
factor in the sweeping defeat of the 
state democracy.

On the beach close under the walls 


of the town a number of sailors and 
dragoons were employed in disembark- 
ing horses from one of the steamers 
that brought suppltoi from Spain. 
The Bifflans approached to within 800 
yards of them and then opened flre 
upon them, forcing them to stop their 
work and flee to tbe town for safety. 
The Rlfflans would probably have de> 
atroyed the boats and pontoons along 
the shore had not most of the flre from 
the town been turned in that direc- 
tion, holding them in check at that 
point. The Eifflans were ensconced 
behind rocks and anything else that 
would afford them shelter. They kept 
up a constant flre upon the town, 
which was almost completely invested 
by them on the land side. 


At night further endeavors were 


made to disembark the horses and 
other supplies from the steamer. The 
electric light was used, but It was soon 
found that this afforded the RifBansan 
excellent opportunity to pick off the 
Spaniards. Their flre was redoubled 
and the work had to stop. 
The Eifflans attack the outlaying 


forts and it is only by desperate fight, 
ing that the supplies are carried 
through. The enemy is now engaged 
in destroying the roads. 
This will 


make the conveyance of supplies ex- 
tremely difficult.

colli'ion between the Western Transit 
Co s steamer Albany and the Anchor 
Line steamer Philadelphia, off Point 
Aux Barques at 2 80 yesterday morning, 
twenty-four lives were lost and both 
steamers were sunk in 300 feet of 
water 


The two boata were running m a 


heavy tog about seven miles oft Point 
Auxbarques 
They had been going 


slowly and tbe watch felt fairly aafe 
when, at 2 o'clock, both vessels came 
together without a second's warning 
Almost at once the Albany began to 
sink and all hands -were transferred to 
the Philadelphia 
The duseited boat 


went down with a rush, but a few min- 
utes after h«r crew, who knew, as 
though by instinct, that the vessel was 
lost had managed to fret safely aboard 
the Philadelphia 
It was soon appar- 


ent to the officers of the Philadelphia 
that that boat had been severely dam- 
ttged in the collision, for she presently 
began to sink 
The t"w o crews then 


launched their boats and dropped over 
the side into the water 
Not half an 


hour after the collision the Philadel 
phia, too, was at the bottom of the 
lake 
The two boats sank in 200 feet 


of water 


The first boat, which contained twen- 


ty-three persons, including the captains 
of both vessels, reached shore after a 
pull of about five hours

bers of the

but as the lake was calm it was 


believed the men were in no danger 
As moi nmg wore on, however and the 
second boat failed to make its appear 
ance the life saving crew of Point Aux 
Barques was sent'out in search of the

wearing life presetvers were fount 
floating in the vicinity, and these were 
picked up and sent to East Tawas on 
the City of Concord 
Not a survive

no life preservers, and ^ent to the bot 
torn at once ~\\ hen it capsized 


Nearly all the dead and missing men 


were shipped from Buffalo 
The cor 


oner at East Tawas last evening began 
an inquest over the remains of the 
eleven bodies recovered 


Both captains refuse to make any 


statement as to the particulars of the 
disaster beyond saying that it was un- 
avoidable because of the dense fog, 
and that fog signals were exchanged 
previous to the collision 


The Philadelphia 
struck the Al 


banj, it is said, head on just forward 
of No 3 gangwaj 
The shock vt as felt 


in e\evy timbti of the both vessels, and 
their sides rang with the -ubration 
Every min w ts instanth aluetothe 
fact that something of an unusual na 
tuie had happened 
Those who were 


awake made ready for work at onci 
and those ™ ho slept needed no voice to 
arouse them 
In ten seconds the hunds 


of the Alb m were making lead} to 
lea\ e the bo it and a few seconds later 
thej w ere safely aboard the vessel tiiat 
had struck them 
The conduct of the 


crew w as admirable, and the captam 
has no word but of praise for them 


Trying as w as the situation it was a 


thousand times worse some minutes 
later when the sailors on the Philadel- 
phia saw that their own ship was 
doomed 
They had ample time how 


ever, to make ready the boats for the 
escape and when they had finally left 
her the Philadelphia nodded once or 
twice in the fog and went to the bot 
torn 


The men in the boat that landed at 


Point Aux Barques make no complaint 
of hardships. Their stay upon the 
water was short but long- enough un- 
der the circumstances 
Every man of 


them says that the sinking of the 
Albany was one of the quickest things 
he ever heard of 
The vibration of the 


shock had scarcely died away when 
the vessel went over

romantic overland Pony Express riders 
has never been exceeded, even by t je 
recent specially trained for longdis- 
tance riding of the German and Aus- 
trian army officers. 
When it is consid- 


ered that those Ponv Express riders 
traveled over a wild country, without 
bridges, or even roads deserving tae 
name, crossed two great mountain 
chains, vast alkali deserts and had to 
fight Indians and wolves alonp much of 
their journeys, and that the ave - ?o 
time made was two hundred and fifty 
miles a day, it will he seen thatcvjn 
the governments which pay attention 
to such matters have no such cour er 
system to call upon 
But this systjun 


was organized for tbe accommodation 
of the goldmines of California, who 
were able and willing to pay, and to 
fact did pay, five dollars for each half 
ounce of mail brought to them from 
the old folks at home by the daring 
little Pony Express riders 
Each rlt er 


was limited to fifteen pounds of meal, 
which was divided into four packages 
ol equal weight and carried in saddle 
pockets, two in front aud two behind 
the rider. So it will be seen that each 
rider carried mail for which the com- 
pany received twelve hundred dollars, 
a addition, of course, to the Unii«d 
tates postage. 
The route of the Pony Exprebs began 
t St Joseph, Mo., and extended cue 
west to Fort Kearney, Neb., thence up 
he Platte river to Julesburg, Col., 
across the Platte and to Forts Laramie 
and Bridges, Wy., and on to Salt Lake, 
Utah. The descent into theplainnof 
Nevada was made by the route throi gh 
tuby Valley and thence along the 
Humboldt river 
The Sierra Nevaias 


were crossed by way of Canon C ty. 
'lacerville, then known as Hangtown, 
and the Sacramento Valley, reac'ied 
>y the road the miners had made down 
lyFolsomto Sacramento, and thence 
along the valley and over the foothills 
nto San Francisco, where the long 
ourney en^eft 
There were always eighty ridern in 


the saddle, forty going cast and ft rty 
webt Change stations were close to- 
gether, especially over the mounbiin- 
jus sections, o« the ponies were kept 
at top speed from station to station no 
matter what kind of country they had 
to travel. Many of the brave light 
weights who rode in the Pony Express 
service lost their lives in Indian fights, 
for the gentle red man seemed to es- 
teem' it a peculiarly high honor to 
dangle an express rider's scalp at his 
belt 
The wonder was that the service was 


kept up at all; that BO many of the 
riders escaped the Indians, and the 
dange-s of'flood, storm, snow, heat 
and cold 
Their chief advantage in 


encounters with the Indians was tfiat 
the Pjny Express riders were always 
better mounted, on better fed horses, 
than the Indians, and could take jare 
of themselves in a chase. They t?ere 
a wary and experienced lot and cliffl 
cult to ambuscade, so that wbilt an 
occasional scalp was lost there were 
not many of the letters longed fo 
which never came over that dangerou 
route 
The Pony Express went out of ex 


istence when the overland railroad anr 
telegragh service was completed i] 
1889.

ANTI-SEMITISM IN SWITZERLAND 


A Law rorbWdiDR the MnuRhtrr of Cattle 


by the Jewish Method 


The iicv/ law just adonti ,i in Swit- 


zerland wliieh forbidb the sluutfhtcr of 
cattle by the Jewish method has nat- 
urally caused the greatest inclifrm.tion 
and consternation amonp the 8,090 or 
9,000 inhabitant of the Hebrew faith. 
The law is to this effect: "The killing 
of animals without their being stn ined 
before blood is drawn is forbicden, 
vithout exception, whatever be the 
method employed." Nota word in this 
enactment alludes directly to the J ew s, 
jut its object was avowedly anti-Sem- 
.tie- Promoted by societies which os 
ansibly have no other purpose th.in to 
prevent cruelty to animals, it in de- 
•lared to be really the outcome c t an 
anti-Semitic agitation imported from 
Germany. 
Tbe -victory was chiefly 
rained in the German cantons, w nere 
Jewish trade competition H molt se- 
verely felt—Zurich, Berne, Aargau and 
Thurgan 
Those of Latin kins hip— 


Valais, Neuchatel, Geneva, Vaud Pri- 
burgi—sided with the cause of popular 
liberty. Only about half the popula- 
tion— 800,000 out of 600,000—wet.t to 
the poll. Even of this number it is 
ipposed that but a smail percentage 
ralized what they were voting for. 
For twenty years an agitation has ex- 
isted on the continent for the prohibi- 
tion of the Jewish method of sluugh- 
terlng animals, on the ground of its 
alleged cruelty. The movement met 
with a cold reception in the llcrlin par- 
liament. In Saxony it had better suc- 
cess 
There the Jewish "shecmta" 
has been declared illegal by an order 
of the minister of the interior 
The 


agitation next spread to Switzerland. 
The German societies for the protection 
of animals induced the municipa gov- 
ernments of Aargau and Berne to issue 
a similar order, nut the national coun- 
cil revoked it. The cantonal fothers 
then carried their cane before thj fed- 
eral assembly, which confirmed the 
action of the council. Thereupon the 
agitators availed themselves of tbe ref- 
erendum. It is worthy of note that 
the anti-Semites found their warmest 
support among the Lutheran pwt of 
the population, but were opposnd by 
the Roman Catholic*.—K. Y. Posu
